While 
the foreign coins occupied one side of the room and the American 
colonial coins, tokens and medals, occupied the opposite side of 
the room in special cases. 

It will interest you to know thet while Mr. Mitchelson 
considered his collection an American one, as a matter of fact 
there are 1,163 coins representing 120 foreign nationalities, 
provinces or municipalities. We also find that we have 09 U. S. 
pattern pieces, 50 of which do not seem to be listed in your 
publication edited by Mr. Adams and Mr. Woodin and published in 1913.
